Williams, religious sect leader 
of the Holy Way in Pahokee, 
has been arrested and charged 
with sexual acts with a child, a 
first degree felony, according to 
Det. John Carney with the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff's 
Department. 

Williams, age 68, of 989 East 
Main Street, Pahokee, was 
arrested Feb. 14 by Sheriff's 
officials. He-was'releaseg on a 
bond of $5,000. 

Williams was due to be 
paroled in April of this year on 
charges of lewd and lascivious 
acts on a child and sexual 
performance by a child for 
incidents which took place in 
the mid-1980's, according to 
Jerry Arline with the Probation 
and Parole office in Belle 
Glade. 

Det. Carney said he doesn't 
expect any other arrests in this 
case, which he began inves- 


tigating in July of 1991. 
Williams troubles began in 


for sexual misconduct with 
members of his alleged church. 

He claims he is a prophet of 
God and his group was the only 
way to not be doomed. The 
members worked for several 
businesses owned by Williams. 

The women were not allowed 
to go anywhere without some- 
one with them. The group 
shuns television, magazines 
and celebrates no holidays. 

The state alleged in 1986 
that Williams conducted a 
“cleansing ceremony” with 10 
women and five of their 
daughters in his home between 
September and December of ` 
1984. He encouraged the girls 


to discuss their sexual 
problems, undress and fondle 
each other. 


At that time their were 
approximately 65 members in 
the cult.

New bass 
regulations 
proposed’ 


The Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission has 
modified its proposed 
regulation on the largemouth 
bass daily bag limit from four 
to five fish. 

Last July, the Commission 
proposed a statewide four-fish 
daily bag limit in place of the 
current limit of 10 bass to help 
prevent over harvest of bass. 

According to Commission 
fisheries biologist Scott Hardin, 
"We upped the daily bag limit 
from four to five fish after 
receiving feedback from the 
public that the limit of four fish 
was too restrictive." 

Overall reaction to the 
proposal favored a reduced bag 
limit but most felt the four-fish 
limit was too low, Hardin said. 

Fifty-five percent of the 
respondents did not support a 
four-fish daily bag limit. The 
Commission received 239 
responses, some with multiple 
signatures. However, most 
anglers who disagreed with the 
four-bass limit suggested a five- 
bass bag limit as an 
alternative. 

"The majority of anglers feel 
the current 10-fish limit is too 
high," Hardin said. "Our 


| Sproposal was designed to 


reduce bass harvest thus 
affording anglers a better 
chance to catch more and 
bigger bass. A fivé-fish limit 
likely would provide similar 
opportunities, be more in tune 
with public opinion, and not 
sacrifice the quality of the 
resource.” 

The proposál also includes a 
14-inch minimum size limit for 
waters south and east of the 
Suwannee River and a 12-inch
